But if thé very spot*nnd timo of 
the first unfurling of the “Blue Ban- 
ner of the Covenant” bonnknown, tho 
recorda yet extant take us back, if 
not to tho vory birth, tell us, 
however, of the early infancy of what 
undor the fostering hand of tho 
Hoavenly Fathor, has grown and do- 
veloped into a vigorous and healthy 
adolescence, To this church the 
words of the Lord aro ns applicable 
as they were when first spoken to the 
son.bf Hilkiah :—" Before I formed 
thee,—I know thee.” 

Many of the porsecuted of the Pres- 
byterians of Scotland ‘during the 
reign of Charles II., fled for refuge to 
Ulster, the northern Province of 
Ireland. It was from this hardy, 
storm-tried and God-fcaring stock 
that Prosbytorianism was planted on 
this continent. 

In the long list of historical sketch- 
es of the churches which will in this 
Centennial year be proparcd and do- 
posited in tho archives of the church, 
none can ante-date this of tho 

WICOMICO CHURCH OF MARYLAND. 

In every history of Presbyterianism 
in America, Wicomico, with its four 
co-eval sisters, Rehoboth, Monokin, 

itte-creck and Snow Hill must be 

rmitted to occupy tho scat of hon- 
or that ia always conceded to senior- 
ity. To write the history of theso 
ckurches in their developemont nnd 
influence would bo to write tho histo 
ry of by far the greater part of th 
whole church in America from tho 
ics year 1683 to the present time. 

The above named churches were 
probably the firet organized on the 
continent. They were cstablished 
under the faithful and laborious miu. 
Rev. Francia istry of Rov. Francis Ma- 

Makonic. kemio—a namo over fra- 
t and venerated in Amorican 
Preabyterianiam. Mo was a nativo of 
the contty Donegal, in tho North of 
Ireland. His nativo placo was about 
fistorio city of 
Londonderry. llo received + cole 
giate education at the University of 
Glasgow.- He was onrolled on th 
books of the Collegoin tho year 1675, 
thus :—“Franciacus Makemius, Scoto 
ilibernus.” [le was licensed to 
reach by tho l'resbytory of Lagan. 
Eo is recorded as preaching in Burt 
Moeting-house—at that time and to 
this day, one of the largest and most 
intelligent country churches in Ire. 
land—on April 2nd, 1682, morning 
i His text was Luke 
In December, 1680, Col. Wm. Sto- 
vena from “ land, beside Virgin- 
ia," wrote to the Presbytery of la. 
gan for-a minister to settle in that 


. colony. 


Mr. Makemio mado his homo in 
Accomac county, Va., sometime proy 
1 vious to the year 1690. His wife 
was a daughter of William Anderson, 
of that county. This, however, is 
not the place or occasion for writing 
the life of Makemie. The, present 
writer feela a peculiar pleasure in ros 
co . these memoranda of the 
Founder of thia church. - For ho too 
was a native of the near neighbor- 
hood of his great prodecossor, na 
uated at the samo Univorsity as Mas- 
ter of Arts, and alter A lapso of near- 
ly two centuries, has tho privilego, 
under far other circumstances than 
then prevailed, to minister to tho 
pame church.

Tlic session book of Monokin church 
makes mention of Rey. John Hambleton 
(or Hamilton) as Pastor in the year 
1747. He had charge of these church- 
es for two or three years. 

low precious to our denomination 
would now be the sessional records of 
these old mother churches, Rehoboth, 
Monokin and Wicomico! Unfortunate- 
ly they were irretrievably lost by fire, 
when the dwelling house of Rev. Wm. 
Stewart, at Princess Anne was consum- 
ed abow 1741. Mr. Stewart was Paa- 
tor of the united congregations, and had 
underthis charge the records. | 

From January 1st, 1750, all thol 
church records are in a pood state of) 
preservation, aud are in the custody of 
Elder Alex'r G. Toadvine, the present 
clerk of Wicomico stesion. 

The first extant minute of Wicomico 
bears dato January Ist, 1750, and is as 
follows :—'‘'The Session of Wicomico in 
Conjunction with Broad-Creck, “give a 
Rev. Hugh Call to Mr. Hugh Henry to 
y Monty. ho our Pagtor and Teacher-in 
Ye Gospel of our Lord Jesus Xt, nnd 
agree yt subscription to it should ‘begin 
to be due to him, if he accepts of it, 
from this Day forth.” It is noteworthy, 
that no record of a sessional meeting has 
any signature of cither Moderator or 
Clork before 1311. There is a note 
saying that the minutes for a part of 
1750, for 1751, 1752, and till April, 
1753, all the time Mr. Henry preached 
half his time at Broad-Creck, were lost, 

The mecting-house on Mr. Venables’ 
and was the first church building of Wi- 

mico. It was situated about four 
milos from Salisbury. It was afterwards 
removed tu the present site at Rocka- 


walking. . 

In Novek 1750, there was an ad- 
journed meeting of Presbytery in Wi- 
comico, for the purpose of ordaiming and 
installing Mr. Henry as Pastor of Wi- 
comico and Broad-ercek, The members 
present wero Mossrs. Samuel Finley, 
Charles Tennent and Andrew Stirling. 
Mr. Finloy presided and preached from 
I. Timothy, IV. 10. 

In 175 Mho session seems, by col- 
lating the attendance at several moot- 
ings, to have consisted of eight mem- 
bers. 

In July 1754, the following interost- 
ing session was adopted :—““It is 
agrood wt y® general consent, that 
y* Composure of y? Psalms of David, 
done by y? Rov.Dr.Watts, bo y* Psalms 
used in y° public wrhp in this congro- 
gation for time to come.” 

At this carly dato the pews were sold 
Pows sult And rented ; and to raise funds 
and rented to mect all the expenses of the 
church, the session lovied a ‘‘pro rata” 
assossmont upon each pew ; petitions and 
objections were, however, respectfully 
attended to- 

The Catechizing of tho Chatechizing. 
Youth was carefully looked after and in- 
sisted upon, for there appears n resolu- 
tion or minute, that such of tho youth of 
tho church as absent themselves on such 
Sabbaths ns Mr. Henry calls on them 
for that pu , shall be liable to cen- 
suro.for their ‘immoral obstinacy.” 

It is very evident that in those days 
Poweror the session held and: exercised 
Besslon. great authority in the church, 
They wore in fact, and not in namo 
ew’ Ruling Elders— They-exerei 
authority not morcly in a strict . over- 
sight in,religion and morals, but man- 
aged the temporal affairs of the church, 

In tho summer of 1757, tho congre- 

tion had become so largo that the 

uilding could not accommodate the 
people, and thoy petitioncd the session 
to havo the privilege of placing pews on 
ithe outside. This was granted on çon- 
ditión that such pew-bolders would pay 
their proper proportion to the support of 
the minister. Tho assesament for all 
the pows, inside and outside of the 
building, no matter how situated, scems 
to have been rated equally.

session. For sovoral years the sessional 
records are filled with discussions and 
plans regarding this object. Tho- re- 
sult finally was, as will be scen at a la- 
ter date, that a now house was erected, 

Mr. Henry died sometime beforo 
Mr. Henry November 1762, for on that 

died. * day a committee was appointed 
to confer with the session of fonokin 
church regarding supplies, and tho set- 
tlement of a Pastor ‘‘in the room of the 
Rev. Hugh Henry, deceased.” Tho 
result of this conference was, that onc.of 
tho associated churches, Rehoboth, was 
dropped, and Wicomico and Monokin 
united in a joint call, each paying sixty 
pounds a year. This union of the two 
churches under the same paste? contin- 
ued until 1849. 

Rey. Jacob Kor, who came from the 
Brunswick Presbytery, began,under the 
now arrangement, his minis on the 
8th of July, 1764. During Mr. Ker’s 
pastorate a new house of now church, 
worship was ercoted. It was 10. 
completed “in 1770, and cost about 
£320—$1,600. 

The whole country waa at this timo In 
a stato of agitation from the rising storm 
of the Revolution, which resulted in the 
great event that is colebrated with such 
enthusiasm in this Centennial year. Al- 
though the session of the church met* 
least once a year during the Revolution- 
ary war, there is not any sign, that as a 
court of the church of Christ, it took an 
part in civil matters, This, however, is 
no indication, that as loyal citizens, they 
were not only thoroughly in accurd with 
the patriotie party, but that life and 
property were frecly laid upon the altar 
of liberty. Tho Presbyterians in all the 
States were noted for the enthusiasm 
with which they supported the cause of 
Independence. This church seems to 
have been careful to keep aloof from in- 
termeddling with any matters that did 
not immediately pertain to the furthor- 
ance of the Gospel of Christ. The only 
business recorded in the session book, 
was to devise or provide means for the 
regular continuance of Divine worship. 
The records, indeed, arc yery meagre. 
During all the years of the war, there is 
no mention made of a single addition to 
the membership of the church. Not- 
withstanding there may and must have 
been additions without any record hay- 
ing been made of them. 

That the church still prospered, may 
be inferred from the circumstance that 
at a sessional meeting held in May 1773, 
when there were sic Elders present, 
mention is made of the difficulties under 
which they labored from their number 
being £o few, and they at once proceed- 
1773. 1 Etom Cd to nominate four addi- 

"tih tional Elders. After having 
been proposed to the congregation for 
three succossive Sabbaths, these persons 
were elected. 

Again, in September, 1780, in conse- 
quence of the small number 1730, 8 Ridora 
of Ruling Elders, eight oth- ` “leciod. 
ers were chosen, onc of whom declined 
to accopt the office. 

There is one thing worthy of laudable 
medtion in this memoir, that is clearly 
set forth in the enurch’s records, viz ;— 
That, notwithstanding the heavy ox- 
pense which was incurred in the erection 
of the new church building, and all the 
confusion and pressure of tho times of 
the Revolution, Wicomico church never 
failed to pay fully and punctually the 
stipulated sum of £60 to its Pastor. All 
through its history thus far, the financial 
affairs of tho church were diligently and 
prudently attended to, and the spiritual 
oversight of tho people, and a firm dis- 
cipline of offenders were constantly ob- 
served, 

Just at this point, there is a remark- 
able and unaccountable omission of any 
record of the mecting of session for the 
oy of nearly twelve years. from March 
1781 until January 1793. This is ro- 
markable, because Mr. Ker was all the 
timo the Pastor, and the next record, 
that of 1798; is found in the samo book 
with tho preceding one of 1781, and 
opens thus: ‘‘Jan’y 14. 1793. Tho 
session met eable ton previous ap- 
pointment, Present, Rev. or Ker,” 
and six Eldors. 

In this latter year, tho only business 
which secms to have been transacted in 
the session, was the consideration and 
is c of somo cascs of disciplino. 

n 1791, at a inopting of the Prosby- 
tery of Lowes at Rockawalkin (so 
spelled in the minute) Mr. Samuel Mil- 
ler, afterwardd tho , distinguished Dr. 
Miller of Princeton, was taken under 
their caro as a candidate for the minis- 


try. 

Mr. Ker died July:29th, 105 wr. 
1795, after a ministry in Wi- Ker dios. 
comico of thirty-one years. 

In tho Spring of 1796, at the request 
of Comniissioners from the churches of 
Wicomico and Monokin, the Presbytery 
Rov. Joba directed tho Rev. John Col- 

Collins. ins to minister to theso two 
churches. "This he did during the sum- 
mer of that year, , 

In the fall of 1796, a correspondence 
was opened with Mr, M’Clain, a licen- 
tinto from Carlisle, Penna., and a call 
was mado out for him, but he did not 
accept of it, About the samo timo two 
licontiates from Now Castlo Prosbytery, 
Mr. Pattorson and. Messrs. Patterson and 
John B. Blemons. John B. Slomons, “vigi 
ited tho churches and wore highly pleas- 
ing.” After somo delay, occasioned 
partly by tho miscarriage of letters, n 
call was mado out for Mr. Pattorson, 
which pa declined. qe i 

Mr. Slemona was then *ir. Blemons call- 
hearts! elected “tnsealle im^ 
tor, Mr. Blemons was a nativo of Lan- 
castor, Penna; He was ordained'on tho 
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tho 27th of Juno, 1799, at ‘‘the Three 
Runs in Delaware.” His trial sermon 
was preached from’ Collossians, II,9.10. 
Tho salary promised to Mr. Slemons 
was ' £180 annually, with the addition 
of £20, provided it can be collected.” 

We have here undoubted evidence 
of tho growth and prosperity of the 
church. Fey cleaving to the true Bi- 
ble principles of the church as sot forth 
in her standards, and laboring zcalously 
for the honor of God, and the salvation 
of mon, Wicomico church, now in her 
117th year,. was exhibiting only the 
marks of fenowed youth, energy and 
faith. Amid all the changes and con- 
vulsions of civil and “national policies, 
the Covenant God who knew her, boforo 
He formed her, kept her, safely. In all 
the records of her history, or in tho tra- 
ditions of her children, there cannot be 
found the slightest hint that even an at- 
tompt was ever mado to ‘‘bowitch” her 
from the pure doctrines of grace incul- 
cated at first by Father Makemic, and 
faithfully adhered’ to by all his succes- 
sors ; or from the principles and practice 
of genuine Presbyterianism as to church 
polity. Not only was the salary of the 
new Pastor nearly double that of his 
predecessor, but we find that the sessions 
of the two churches bound themselves, 
by a legal instrument of obligation, to 
pay tho stipulated salary on a fixed day, 
viz: the first day of Jung cvory yoar. 
This was continued until Mr. Slemons 
voluntarily released them from the ob- 
ligation in 1803. The subscriptions for 
many years exceeded the promised 
amount, and of course the salary w 
promptly paid. 

The foregoing historical memorand 
have been gleaned mainly from the first 
volume now extant of tho Sessional Rec- 
ords of Wicomico. The first minute, as. 
above noted, bears date January lst, 
1750; the last one brings us down to 
June 1799, 

From the time of Mr. Slemon's ordi- 
nation and installation down to tho pres- 
ent timo, the sessional records aro full 
and complete, with tlie exception of an- 
other tery remarkable and unaccounted 
for hiatus between May 27th, 1815 and 
June 9th, 1819. 

There must,however,have beon meetings 

and the business of the church transact- 
ed, for in the minutes of 1819 there ap- 
pears for the first time the name of an 
Elder, though there is no extant record 
of his clection or ordination. 

Mr. Slomons resigned jg ate. stom. 
his pastoral office in June, ons resigned. 
1821, aftez a faithful ministry of twenty- 
two years, 

With the exception of the brief nc- 
count in the second column of the revi- 
val under the ministration of Wm. Rob- 
inson in 1745, there is no mention made 
of any extraordinary awakening, or re- 
vival of religion in the history of the 
church.

God never left this church to suffer a 
famine of His word, children diligently 
trained and instructed by godly parents 
and faithful Pastors took tho placo of 
the parents. No new doctrines or now 
‘modes of worship were ever introduced. 
\Tho doctrines preached were the sov- 
ercign grace of God, the atoning blogd 
of the Lord Jesus Christ,and the con- 
vorting and sanctifying work of the 
Hol Ghost. 

"There is a list of the communicants 
in the year 1808, when 128 persons ro- 
ceievd Tokena to tho administration of 
the Lord’s Supper. Ofthese 17 were 
from neighboring churches. In 1813 
the total number of communicants ré- 
ported to Presbytery was 118. Tho addi- 
tions to the membership of tho church 
for a long series of ycarsabout counter- 
balanced the loss by deaths and removals. 

For three years after Mr. Slomon's 
resignation, there was no settled Pas- 
tor, The pulpit howover was regularly 
supplicd cither by the appointments of 
Presbytery or by invitation of tho session.

It was during this poriod that tho 
town of Salisbury first comes into 
prominence as a preaching point. 
—'Thero was no Presbyterian-Churoh 
building in the town, but most of the 
above named ministers preached oo- 
casionally in the town. oe 
In April 1826, Rev. 
oshua Moore, began his 
labors as a Pastor of tho two ohurch- 
es, Wicomioo and Monokin. The 
membership of the church had some- 
what lessened, being 97 as reported 
to Presbytery. In writiug this Con- 
tennial memoir ofa church, whose 
history covers such a long period ns 
doos this one, only saliont points can 
bo notod.
